Drexel, Morgan & Co. Will Offer Collat- 
eral Notes for Sale. 

New York, September 25.—Conferences 
were held between the creditors’ committee 
and the directors of the Union Pacific com- 
pany during the day, and this evening the 
creditors’ committee announced that, at the 
request of the directors, Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
will, tomorrow, offer to the public $5,500,000 
collateral extension notes at 924. These notes 


are part of the issue authorized for the purpose 
of extending the floating debt of the company, 
and bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum.

TEN NECKS T0 BREAK 


For the Assassination of Thornton 
Nance, in South Carolina. 


A BLOODY TERM OF COUR? AY LAUREN? 


Judge Hudson Passes the Sentence 
of Death on Ten Negroes,

WHO WERE CONVICTED OF MURDER, 


Making Eleven Hangings for a Single Term 
of the Court—The Story of the 
Crime Committed.

CoLluuRILA, S. C., September 28.—[ Special.] 
Wednesday and Thursday, in the Laurens 
court of sessions, were consumed in the trial 
of Jim Young, Allen Young, Monroe Young, 
Henderson Young, John Adams, Perry 
Adams, Lige Atkinson, Tom Atkinson, John 
Atkinson and Jack Williams, for the murder 
of Thornton Nance, 

The jury retired at 6 o’clock Thursday 
evening, and in three hours brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty, with a recommendation te 
mercy as to all. 5 

The Little Country Church. 

Piedmont is the name of a negro church in 
Hunter township, near Mountville, on the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern railroad. A 
splendid farming section surrounds it, densely 
settled by an unusually intelligent and well- 
to-do colored population. Most of the white 
men in the neighborhood are wealthy land 
owners, 

The Starting of the Tragedy. 

On the night of the 5th of last August, ser~ 
vice was held at Piedmont, and Edmund 
Nance, an old and respectable negro, with his 
wife and four sons, were of the congregation. 
‘When service was over the worshippers dis- 
persed to their homes, but the band of mur- 
derers above named were on hand, though they 
had not been in the church. They quarreled 
with John Nance, and swore that he should 
not live. Old Edmund and his family were 
terrified, and for a long time dared not ven- 
ture in the darkness. It seems John Nance 
had made indecent propositions in writing to 
John Atkinson’s wife, and the husband and 
his-brothers and friends were thirsting for 
vengeance. Finally most of the Atkinson 
crowd left, and Edmund, with a lightwood 
torch, followed by his wife and sons, set out 
for home, 

In the Death Conflict. 

Before going many steps two crouching fig- 
ures at the side of the road passed them ata 
rapid rate. Five hundred yards 
from the church, where the road is 
worn below the level, and there is a 
thick growth of bushes and grape vines to the 
left, John Nance was held up by one or two 
men. In another momeut the road was full 
of armed men. Shot after shot was fired, and 
for two minutes the flash of pistols lent bright- 
ness to old Edmund’s torch. Then the mur- 
derers fled, leaving Thornton Nance dead and 
Sam Nance dangerously shot through the 
lungs. John Nance escaped unhurt. 

The Line of Defense. 

The defense undertook to prove that John 
Nance had ashotgun. One of the attacking 
party received a slight wound, presumably at 
the hands of his own friends. The defense 
also attempted to prove an alibi as to seven of 
the accused, and advanced the theory that 
Nance was killed by Henry Suber, a negro 
who was certainly at the killing, but has 
avoided arrest. Ail the prisoners were posi- 
tively identified by several witnesses as acces- 
sories in the assassination. 

The tenor of the proof was that Jim Young 
fired the fatal shot. The state maintained 
that Thornton was killed in an effort to exe- 
cute a carefully prepared plan to murder John, 
his brother. 


Sentenced to Death, 

The prisoners were brought to the courtroom 
at 11 o’clock this morning. Judge Hudson 
overruled a motion for a newtrial. Then they 
stood up to receive the death sentence. Eight 
in a line in front of the bar railing and two in 
the docks behind. It was a remarkable scene. 
As a body they appeared far above the 2 
negro in intelligence. Lige Atkinson and the 
1 boys are handsome mulat toes. 

The Judge Talks. 

Judge Hudson before sentencing, remarked 
that he had never before had such an experi- 
ence. He commented on the habit of the col- 
ored people to select hy meetings as a 
time for deeds of blood. Then he pronounced 
the sentence. They are all tobe hanged on 
the 23d day of October next. The prisoners 
showed no emotion, but as the judge concluded 
there was a wail from the audience. It came 
from the wife of Perry Adams. She was joined 
by another, and finally they were taken out 
by the constables. 

The Wail of Grief. 

The wives, children and parents were 
grouped together on the public square as the 
ten condemned men passed back to jail in 
charge of the deputies. The whole quarters 
resounded with their cries and 3 The 
recommendation to mercy made by the jury 
has no effect under the laws of this state, and 
the entire gang will be hanged unless the gov- 
ernor chooses to intérfere.

THE NEGRO WAS LYNCHED, 


But He Hed First Succeeded in Putting» 
White Man Out of the Way. 8 


AsnIVIL IE, N. U., September 25.—[ Special.] 
Last night, about 7:30 O clock, Fred A. Tyler, 
an employe of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad, was shot and fatally wounded by 
Hezekiah Rankin, a negro, also employed by 


the Richmond and Danville. Tyler's duty. 


Was to take charge of the incoming engines, 
and while in charge of one he ordered Rankin 
to open a switch. - This Rankin refused, claim- 


ing it was not his duty, and at the same time 


cursing Tyler, who threw a lump of coal and 
struck Rankin on the bead. Rankin went 
off, returning in a short while. He 
suddenly approached Tyler and shot him 
in the stomach, using a revolver. Rankin was 
promptly arrested by the railroad employes 
near by, and tied with a rope till the officers 
could be summoned. Before they reached the 
scene, bowever, Rankin had been taken off by 
a party of unknown men. 

Karly this morning his body was found 
hanging to the limb of a tree about two miles 
outside the city limits. During the morning a 
large number of people viewed the body as it 
swung with the toes just touching the ground. 
Ervin Allison, T. M. Bumgardner and W. H. 
Mayo have been arrested on suspicion and will 
have a hearing tomorrow. At this hour the 
coroner’s inquest is in session. The testimony 
so far shows that the arrested men had noth- 
ing todo with the hanging, although they 
helped to arrest Rankin. Tyler is still alive, 
but will die. 


CHARGING IT TO THE’ STATE. 


The Kolb Voucher Scandal Still Keeps to 


the Front. 


MonTGOMERY, Ala., September 25.—([Spe- 
cial. Several weeks ago The Mobile Register 
charged that Agricultural Commissioner Kolb 
had illegally paid out of the funds of his office 
the hotel bill of ex-Mayor W. S. Reese and the 
laundry bill of Professor Davis while at the 
Battle house in Mobile. Ex-Mayor Reese is 
the state organizer of the Citizens’ Alliance, 
and Davis was traveling with Kolb at the 
time addressing farmers’ institutions. It 
leaked out here today that State Examiner 
Reeves had been instructed by the governor to 
examine into the charges made against Kolb, 
and his report will be made public in a few 
days, and it has a sensational tinge. Itis un- 
derstood that Captain Kolb makes no denial of 
the charges and admits that he paid Colonel 
Reese’s bill, as he alleges he had clearly a legal 
right to do. An anti-Kolb man said concern- 
ing the sensational rumor: 

“The examination has a deeper meaning 
than you suppose. It is expected to be very 
damaging, and ifthe supreme court fails to 
oust Kolb other legal means will be adopted to 
get rid of him.

CHINESE OUTRAGES UPON FOREIGNERS 


What the Powers Will Do to Prevent 
Their Recurrence. 


BLOODY DEED OF BOY MURDERERS. 


Chaps of Eight and Ten Years Deliberately 
Drown Another Boy for the 
Purpose of Robbery. 


Loxpon, September 25.—[Copyright,1891, by 
the New York Associated Press. Communi 
cations from the Pekin government offering 
compensation to foreigners who have suffered 
in the recent riots in China, with the strongest 
assurances of future protection, are received 
with distrust in foreign offices here. Hsu 
Ching Chang, Chinese ambassador to European 
courts, has recently been in St. Petersburg, 
where he succeededin inducing the Russian 
government to withdraw from the joint action 
projected by the powers. He arrivedin Berlin 
today with the view of trying to influence 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, but it is certain that 
he will not alter the determination of the 
German government to co-operate with the 
British in taking decisive measures. 

The Quarrel with Chins. 

The Pekin note as given to the papers fails 
to indicate the character of thejappeal made by 
Hsu Ching Chang to the European govern- 
ment. He has urged that the imperial gov- 
ernment was entirely honest in ing to 
suppress disorders and seeking time deal 
with the anti-foreign movement, and that to 
precipitate action on the part of the powers 
would defeat their object and bring China into 
anarchy. His communications distinotly 
suggest the probability of such a potent politi- 
cal upheavalin China as might overthrow 
the Manchu dynasty. re, 

If Lord Salisbury supports Minister 
Walsham’s policy, the powers will actively 
intervene in order to protect Europeans, leav- 
ing the Tartar dynasty to take care of itself 
In spite of the chaotic state of the present 
troubles, the foreign office hare hopes that the 
ultimate result will be an extension of trade 
to important centers on the Yang-tse-Kiang, 
which are now closed, but where the govern- 
ment aims to establish consulasés,. 

Mr. Gladstone’s Expected Speech. 

Mr. Gladstone’s coming deliverance at the 
liberal federation meeting is invested with 
further importance by the authorized announce- 
ment that he intends to review Lord Salisbury’s 
foreign policy, and declare what his own will 
be if he should again be placed in power. The 
federation proceedings are not likely to astonish 
the world with any startling variation from 
the cut and ried programme, but 
if the expectation proves correct, Mr. Glad- 
stone will make the meeting memorable — 
statement of the foreign policy, commit 
the liberals to a line of action d .

g Savanwan, Ga., September 28.—[ Special. 
Nearly six hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
property was destroyed by fire tonight. The 
main losses were: 

S GUCKENHEIMER & Co., wholesale 
grocers, $350.000, with about two hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars’ insurance. 

HENRY SOLOMON & SONS, wholesale 

rs, $150,000; insurance unknown. 

McALPIN & TATE, $10,000. 

MINOR LOSSES from the flames and water 
foot up nearly fifty thousand dollars. 

The Discovery of the Fire. 

The fire was first discovered shortly after 9 
o’clock, in the rear of the second floor of the 
Guckenheimer establishment,a handsome four- 
story structure, erected two years ago at a cost 
of about seventy-five thousand dollars. Itis 
at the corner of Bay and Jefferson streets, and 
occupies almost a half block. The fire depart- 
ment experienced great difficulty in securing 
an entrance, owing to the iron shutters, and 
by the time they had their streams on the 
flames they had spread to the upper floors. 
The inflammable contents of the building 
made the spread of the fire extremely rapid, 
and explosions of whisky and other hquors 
threw firebrands. to all parts of the building, 
and it was but a short time before it was on 
fire in all parts. 

The Entire Department Called Out. 

The entire department was called out, but 
failed to check it. The flames next went to 
the frame dwelling and saloon on the opposite 
porner of Jefferson street, the property of the 
DeRenne estate. Ic was soon wiped out. Then 
the fire found its way into the establishment of 
Henry Soiomon & Sons, adjoining Gucken- 
beimer’s building. Solomon & Sons occupied 
three buildings, each of which was filled to its 
utmost capacity with groceries and liquors. 

The Fire Spreads. 

Here, as in the Guckenheimer building, the 
explosion of the liquors scattered the fire, and 
by 11 o’clock all three of the buildings were 
gutted. In the rear of these buildings, across 
Bay street lane, a number of small properties 
‘were more or less damaged by fire and water. 

The stock in the adjoining building on Bay, 
occupied by W. D. Simpkins, commission mer- 
chant, was injured and probably almost de- 
stroyed by the water. 

The Popular Excitement, 

Great excitement prevailed in the vicinity 
of the fire, and for some distance around goods 
Were removed toa place of safety. The Har- 
nett house, in the rear of the burning build- 
ings, was vacated by the guests. At times its 
destruction seemed assured, but at this hour, 
midnight, the fire is under control, and there 
is no danger of it spreading further. 

Gackenheimer & Son, and Henry Sol- 
omon & Sons telegraphed to various 
points for goods tonight, and will open 
up in new quarters tomorrow. It is be- 
lieved that the total insurance is over four 
hundred thousand dollars, so that the loss to 
those burned out will not be much more than a 
hundred thousand dollars. a

No one knew of 
the confession until after the train left which 
bore the sheriff with his prisoner. 

A number of men lefta few moments ago 
for Mountville to arrest the two negro women 
who were the accomplices. It is feared that 
they will be lynched. 

Indignation runs high, and a great many are 
of the opinion that the negro is still near here, 
the report that he was carried to Columbus 
being a hoax. However, it is safe tosay that 
he was carried, as is reported. A great many 
citizens are armed with Winchester rifles and 
are swearing vengeance whenever the negro is 
brought back. It is safe to say that the law 
will never take its course, but that Bray will 
end his life on the limb of a tree, swung there- 
on by a mob of infuriated men. 


THE SAVANNAH HOBOES 


Are Now on the Run or in Jail to Answer 
for Their Crimes. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 25.—[Special.]— 
Detectives Wetherhorn and Basch have ar- 
rested two boys about eighteen years old, em- 
ployed by the Savannah, Florida and Western 
and the Charleston and Savannah railroads, 
for car robbery. They were lodged in the jail, 
however, on a different charge. One of the 
party was a young fellow named Rushing, who 
had been implicated in several robberies. The 
other is named Myers. It was reported 
around town this morning that several more 
arrests would be made, and that a policeman 
was implicated.

ON THE COTTON EXCHANGE. 


After a Day of Fluctuations, the Market 
Closed Quiet and Steady. 

New York, September 25.—The Sun’s cot- 
ton article says: Futures opened at four to five 
points advance, closing quiet and steady, un- 
changed on near and two to three points de- 
cline on late months from yesterday’s closing 


prices. The early advance was due to the 


much stronger report from Liverpool. The 
quick decline that followed was due tothe 
early indications that the movement of the 
crop for the day and week would exceed the 
figures of last year, which at that time 
were regarded as something phenomenal. 
The selling to realize which followed caused 
a decline of ten to twelve points from the best 
prices, when January contracts brought 9.04. 
Tben the bulls brought forward the drought in 
Texas in explanation of the large receipts. 
The crop was forced forward, they said. 

It was also reported that stocks in Liverpool 
are found to be 45,000 bales leas than the run- 
ning account. The vesy strong spot market 
and the generally dearer spot markets at the 
south were quoted in favor of futures, which 
made a slight and partial recovery. The in- 
terior receipts were doubled by many. Spot 
cotton was quiet, but firm.. 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS AHEAD. 


Favorable Weather for the Crops, 
Gold Returning from Europe. 

NEw York, September 25.—Business failures 
during the past week number for the United States, 
210; Canada, 34; total, 244 failures, compared with 
239 last week. Dun’s weekly review of tradejsays: 
With extraordinarily favoring weather, tobacco, 
as well as corn, has matured, and the cotton pros- 
pect has been much improved. But while stocks 
were active and rising until Thursday, there 
came that day a surprising break in Missouri Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific with rumors that a reor- 
ganization of the latter would be defeated and 
that Missouri Pacific would indefinitely postpone 
its dividends, so that this stock fell suddenly 
about 10 per cent. 

Money became closer, notwithstanding arrivals 
and considerable further shipments of gold from 
Europe, the impression prevailing that some large 
lenders would produce a temporary artificial 
pressure. 

None of the disturbances threaten to affect the 
general prosperity which the enormous crops now 
promise, and the failure of a house of extraordi- 
nary repute aud strength to sustain the price of 
corn is at once proof of general prosperity. 

Improvement Reported Everywhere. 

Reports from other cities indicate a continuance 
of the general improvement in trade. At Phila- 
delphia the iron market improves, and the de- 
mand for tinplate is especially increased; coal is 
dull, but jewelry is fairly active, and domestic to- 
bacco is improved, as well as liquors, while 
there is a fair demand for chemicals, and

AN EXCHANGE OF OLD 


Led to the Difficulty in Which the Win- 
chester and the Pistol Played 
Their Part. 


Covrxaton, Ga., September 25.—[Specia].] 
Immediately after the opening of court this 
morning, the case of the state vs. Joe Ozburn 
and Lorenzo Ozburn, charged with the murder 
of Frank Tuggle, on the 9th of last month, 
was again called for trial, and as both sides 
were ready, the selection of a jury was at once 
begun. The selection of the jury occupied 
two hours and a half, and the jurors selected 
are as follows: E. O. Lee, J. B. Glass, S. H. 
Wyly, J. D. Ellington, R. C. Hays, R. T. Col- 
lom, F. P. Sims, D. W. Titshaw, G. W. Hill, 
R. O. Usher, J. C. Flemister and G. M. Hays. 
The jury is a very intelligent one, and its 
members believe in the efiforcement of the 
law. 

The Winchester Rifle. 

The first witness for the state was Charley 
Bradley, who testified in substance as follows: 
„J knew Frank Tuggle; he was shot by Joe 
Ozburn, with a Winchester rifle, on the 9th of 
August. Frank Tuggle and I were together 
at the time. Some time before that, the same 
day, Frank and I had seen Lorenzo Ozburn 
near Pickett’s store. Frank asked Lorenzo 
about his hat; told him that he under- 
stood that he had got his hat at a party a short 
time before and left his (Lorenzo’s) hat in its 
place. Lorenzo told'him that he would let 
him have his hat when he brought. back his 
own (Lorenzo’s) hat. Frank told him that 
he would not wear the hat, as it 
was an old hat and not fit to wear. Frank 
asked him where his hat was. He said that 
his brother Joe had the hat. Frank then pro- 
posed to go to see Joe about the hat. Lorenzo 
agreed to this, and we rode down to Mr. Chat 
Bates’s house, where Joe was. Joe came out 
toward the edge of the yard, and Lorenzo 
asked him if he thought that he ought to give 
Frank’s hat back to him before Frank brought 
his hat to him. Joe said no. 

The Fatal Meeting. 

% Frank then told Lorenzo that he could not 
take the hat from him, but would send a con- 
stable after it, and turned to ride off. Lorenzo 
then said: 

‘* You might as well say that I stole your 
hat.’ 

“Frank said: 

„Nou just as good as stole it, as you took it 
whilst I was asleep.’ 

Lorenzo then said: 

% That is a d—n lie.’ 

„Frank told him that he would not leave 
home and say that, and Frank and I rode off. 
Lorenzo started into the house and told us to 
wait. We rode about a hundred and seventy 
yards up the road and stopped. About that 
time Joe and Lorenzo came out of the back 
door and came around the corner of the house. 
Lorenzo had the rifle in his hand and Joe had 
a pistol. They came outinto the road; Joe 
tbok the gun from the hands of Lorenzo, and 
Lorenzo, at the time, said to him: 

„Let me have one of them.’ 

Jose then motioned toward us and told us to 
leave there. ‘We started off in a lope, and Joe 
began to fire. 

P The Firing Begins. 

He fired two or three shots before Frank 
fired. Frank drew his pistol and fired once 
after he was shot, 
could not, and handed his pistol to me, and I 
fired once. We wereabout twohundred yards 
from Joeand Lorenzo, Ozburn when Frank 
was shot. I heard the ball strike him, and 
immediately afterward saw the biood running 
out of a hole in bis coat. He was shot in the 
back, and the ball passed entirely through his 
body. He rode about two hundred yards be- 
fore he fell off from his mule. He died imme- 
diately after he fell to the ground.”’ 

The Defense Set Up. 

The defense was that Lorenzo Ozburn did 
not aid or abet Joe in the killing of Tuggle, 
and that Joe did the killing in self-defense. 

An old man named Johnson, from Morgan 
county, a brother-in-law of the defendant, and 
a young man named Horton testified to facts 
tending to establish this defense, but some of 
these witnesses also corroborated the testimony 
of Bradley, the main witness for the state. 
Several witnesses testified as to threats made 
by Frank Tuggle against Joe Ozburn, but it 
did not appeartthat the threats had been com- 
municated toOzburn. Several witnesses swore 
that they would not believe Charley Bradley 
on oath. However, his testimony in this case 
was corroborated by credible witnesses.

The faculty also took a hand in the 
affair, and held a meeting at which the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed : 

The Rule Suspended. 

Resolved, That the rule touching the election 
of the anniversary orator be hereby suspended for 
the present year, and that the faculty be requested 
to appoint a committee of able and disinterested 
gentlemen before whom all candidates may de- 
liver speeches, whereupon the committee shall 
select for orator the man judged to be best quali- 
fied to fill that position. 

This resolution will gointo effect at once, 
and the boys don’t like it.

They don’t relish the idea of having to give 
up their time-honored custom of electing their 
anniversary orators.

THE NEW TAX RATE. 
Order That 


Governor Nrthen Issues an 
Kaises the Rate. 


A tax levy order was signed {by Governor 
Northen yesterday and issued from the execu- 


tive department. 

In respect to the high rate nominated in the 
order it is quite remarkable. In 1861 the rate 
of taxation was the highest ever known, be- 
ing 1 per centeven. In 1875 it reached but 
5 mills on the dollar. With the rate of 1861 
must also be considered the fact that confed- 
erate currency was used. The order of yes- 
terday reads: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, Ga., Sep- 
tember 25, 1891.—Pursuant to section 1 of tax act 
approved December 26, 1890, and amended by act 
approved September 25, 1891, which requires the 
goveruor, with the assistance of the comptroller 
general, to levy a percentage on the taxable prop- 
erty of this state, sufficient to meet the require- 
ments thereof, not to exceed a certain per cent 
named therein, and after approximating as nearly 
as practicable the amount of all taxable property 
in the state, as exhibited on the digest, it is 

Ordered, That threeand five tenths of one per 
cent (3 5-10) be assessed and collected upon the

Ordered, That in addition to the three and one- 
third-tenths of one per cent be assessed and col- 
lected in 1 with an act approved Decem- 
ber 26, 1890, upon the amount of the taxable prop- 
erty returned by or assessed against each tax- 
payer, and upon the value of all propertyin the 
state subject to taxation ad valorem; and it is

Ordered, That in addition to the three and five- 
tenths of one per cent andone and one-third 
tenths of one per cent above ordered, an extra 

r cent of twenty-four and two-thirds one-hun- 

ths of one per cent be assessed and collected 
in conformity with each créating a sinking 
fund to retire maturingbonds, approved De- 
cember 26, 1890, upon the amount of the 
value of the taxable property returned by or 
assessed against each taxpayer, and upon the value 
of all property in the state subject to taxation ad 
valorem, the whole making five andeight one 
hundredths (5 8-100) of 1 per cent for all purposes 
for the fiscal year 1891.

MRS, GARLISLE DESERTS HER HUSBAND 


And Skips with W. L. Alley—Arrival of 
the Guilty Couple in Fort Valley 
and Their Flight. 


Fort Vatuiry, Ga., September 25.—[Spe- 


cia]. About three weeks ago a man who reg- 


istered as W. L. Alley arrived in Fort Valley, 
from Enfield, N. C., and made inquiries as to 
a storehouse and dwelling, saying that he in- 
tended coming here to do business. He was 
received with that warm cordiality character- 
istic of the Fort Vallian, andin a short time 
had made satisfactory arrangements. 

After remaining here for three or four days 
he left, saying that he would return in a day 
or two with his family. This he did, bringing 
back with him his wife and eleven-months- 
old girl babe. He rented the Myers residence, 
on Main street, buying his house furnishings 
from Mr. O. H. Miller. 

Everything went lovely for a few days, and 
the new-comers were looked upon as perma- 
nent and worthy citizens. 

But a storm was brewing. 

Shortly after the domiciliary installment of 
the couple, Marshal Cooper had his suspicions 
aroused by an article appearing in TRE Ar- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION relative to an elopement 
of a man in North Carolina with another 
man’s wife. Singling out Alley, the descrip- 
tion tallied exactly. Marshal Cooper then 
wrote to the parties in North Carolina, telling 
what he had learned. Immediately there 
came a telegram authorizing the arrest of 
Alley—that he had run away with the wife of 
J. C. Carlisle, a citizen of Enfield. This was 
last Thursday morning. 

Marshal Cooper made the arrest as author- 
ized. Alley made no resistance, nor denied the 
allegation, but asked what the marshal in- 
tended doing with him. He was told that he 
should be detained until the authorities ar- 
rived or as long as the law would permit. 
Alley did not like the idea of going to jail, and 
told Marshal Cooper that he would pay for the 
services of any one whom he (the marshal) 
might deputize to watch him athis home. 
Marshal Cooper consented to this and placed 
awatch over the prisoner. He then tele- 
graphed what he had done to Carlisle. He re- 
ceived a telegram in return saying that an 
officer would soon de here to 
take Alley in charge and to hold him. 

Alley Is. Liberated. 

This Marshal Cooper did, keeping watch over 
Alley until late Friday afternoon, or just 
thirty-six hours from the time he was arrested, 
at which time the prisoner demanded a trial, 
removal to North Carolina or liberation. As 
Marshal Cooper could hear nothing further 
from the authorities or Carlisle, and as the 
officer failed to come for Alley, he was 
liberated. 

For prudential reasons, likely, Alley imme- 
diately skipped, leaving behind his supposed 
wife and child. 

Monday Marshal Cooper received another 
telegram from Carlisle saying that he would 
leave Enfield for Fort Valley that (Monday) 
afternoon, and that if he could do nothing 
more, to detain his child. Marshal Cooper ac- 
quainted Mrs. Carlisle with her husband’s in- 
tentions. She told Marshal Cooper that she 
did not want the child, ‘and that she would not 
be here when her husband arrived. She far- 
ther said that she would like for Marshal 
Cooper to take the child and deliver it to her 
husband when he came. 

Mrs. Carlisle’s Flight. 

This was Tuesday morning, and, as Mar- 
shal Cooper expected Carlisle that night, he 
consented to take thechild, carrying it to his 
home. He lost sight of Mrs. Carlisle the re- 
mainder of the day, and as she could not be 
found in the city yesterday, it is supposed that 
she left Tuesday night. Just where she has 
gone tonoone knows, not even the marshal 
himself. 

Mrs. Carlisle is described as being a woman 
of intelligence, culture and beauty, and why 
she left her home and the man she accepted 
above all others is a mystery. Nothing could 
be learned as to the past life of Mr. and Mrs, 
Carlisle, whether she had married Alley after 
divorce or whether they were married at all. 
It is likely that there will be further develop- 
ments in the case, 

In the meantime Marshal Cooper has in his 
possession one of the prettiest girl babies in 
the world, so it is said, and he will await the 
coming of the father. It is indeed a cruel 
mother who can desert her eleven-months-old 
babe, especially a little girl. There can 
hardly be a just retribution for one so heart 
less. 

Later. 

Carlisle arrived in Fort Valley Wednesday 
night, obtained possession of his child and left 
for his home Thursday morning. Heexpressed 
much surprise at the way his wife has done, 
and said he would sue for divorce at once 

He and his wife have lived happily ther 
for over stx years. They have four children. 
Nothing further can learned as to the 
whereabouts of Mrs. Carlisle, who left here 
Tuesday evening. It is supposed that she has 
joined Alley again.

The Blaine-Harrison Programme, 

The recent semi-official announcement 
that Mr. Blaine will take occasion, about the 
first of next year, to declare in explicit terms 
that he will neither be a candidate for nor 
accept the republican nomination for presi- 
dent is, no doubt, based on facts. The in- 
formation it contains is not at all new, and 
the character of the announcement shows 
that it was given out through the white 
house. 


In other words, Mr. Blaine himself has 
gaid nothing, but the movement in his favor 
has been taking such an overwhelming 
shape in the republican party that the ad- 
thinistration finds it necessary, for the pro- 
tection of Mr. Harrison, to remind the public 
of the agreemént bétWeen the president and 
the secretary of state. The agreement is 
one of long standing, and was called to the 
attention of the Blaine republicans as long 
ago as last spring. It has also been nerv- 
ously alluded to by Son Russell Harrison in 
his various publications, comic and other- 


wise. So that, no matter what Mr. Blaine may 


now desire, it seems to be certain that he is 
bound to do all he can for the renomination 
of Mr. Harrison—bound by a contract of 
his own making. It is an agreement from 
which he cannot escape. It exists, and he 
is bound by it, no matter what may be his 
present feelings. Yet, if he has not lost all 
ambition, it must be grinding to the last de- 
gree to witness the spontaneous uprising in 
his behalf in the republican party and be 
unable to take advantage of it. 

It must chafe him, too, if he is at all 
pensitive, to feel that he has been practically 
outwitted by such a man as Benjamin Har- 
rison—a man who carries to the highest 
office in the gift of the people the talents 
that go to make a popular country bailiff. 
Conceding that this is the situation, it will, 
mevertheless, remain a puzzle to the average 
mind why Mr. Blaine proposes to delay his 
formal announcement four months and’ a 
half. If he doesn’t propose to run, why 
not say so now and settle the matter once 
for all? 

It has been suggested that Mr. Blaine 
would be very glad to do this, and thus rid 
his mind of the affair, but the administra- 
tion is of the opinion that if the Maine 
statesman withdraws too soon, some other 
prominent republican will pop up as a candi- 
date and possibly worry and frighten Mr. 
Harrison; whereas, if Mr. Blaine saws wood 
and says nothing until a short time before 
the convention, he will be able to hand his 
friends over to his boss. 

It is a pretty programme, and it promises 
to be successful. 2

A few days ago this same Morehouse, in a 
sudden fit of mental depression, cut his 
throat and died in horrible agony.

And there are people 
who will think that his curse had something 
to do with the governor’s suicide. 


The Negro and Africa. 

Bishop Henry M. Turner, of Georgia, is a 
very eloquent colored man, but it is to be 
doubted if, with all his eloquence, he will be 
equal to the task of convincing any large 
_number of his colored brethren of the south 
“that it is to their interest to emigrate to 
Africa and there undertake to found an 
Afro-American republic, to be controlled, 
managed and made successful by negroes. 
We observe that the bishop is not wasting 
his eloquence on-his-own people, but is pour- 
Ang it, warm and fresh, into the ears of New 

England. 

It is to be borne in mind, however, that 
there is among the negroes of the south an 
element which will not need eloquence of 
any kind to persuade it to emigrate to Africa 
or to any other place under the sun or moon. 
All that the bishop has to do is to make a 
little campaign among the brethren in this 
section and the element to which we have 
referred will rush to his support, so to speak, 
and swarm around his commissary depart- 
ment.

It is the 
happy-go-lucky element, which has not made 
much headway since emancipation, and which 
is in a state of restless and uneasy vaga- 
bondage, still hoping to better its condition 
while escaping continuous work.

Will Oklahoma Beat This? 

We have no doubt that Oklahoma will 
rapidly fill up with settlers, but it is not 
likely that it will equal the new state of 
Washington in the progress of its population. 

The fact is, Washington’s record is phe- 
nomenal, Ten years ago it had two cities 
with a population of over fifteen hundred 
each. Now it hastwenty cities far ahead of 
that figure. Some of our southern cities 
within the past decade have increased 200 
or 300 per cent, but Seattle has increased 
over 1,000 per cent, Tacoma over 3,000 per 
cent, and Spokane 5,000 per cent.

In another ten years they 
will have good reason to be satisfied with 
their choice. The south may not rush along 
like Washington, but she is getting there. 


Let the Gould Stocks Alone. 

There is a disposition among stock buyers 
to let the Missouri Pacific and other Gould 
stocks alone. 

When the Missouri Pacific, the other day, 
passed its dividend Wall street was not alto- 
gether taken by surprise. It was evident 
that Jay Gould was not in sympathy with 
the rising market, and there was good reason 
to believe that his object was to cover about 
two hundred thousand shares of stock which 
he and his associates were shortof. His 
scheme was vigorously resisted, and for some 
time to come his stocks will be decidedly un- 
popular. 

The revival of business in Wall street is 
the result of prosperous conditions through- 
out the country. Naturally, people look to 
the stock exchange as the barometer of pros- 
perity, and it goes without saying that when 
it is unduly controlled in the interest of one 
man the effect is disastrous, for a time at 
least. 

Mr. Gould is a plutocrat or nothing. He 
is ready at any time to antagonize the best 
interests of the country in order to make a 
scoop. When all the conditions favor a ris- 
ing market he will exert his powerful in- 
fluence to depress it, if it will put a few ad- 
ditional millions into his pocket. He is 
utterly indifferent to the losses and suffering 
entailed by such a course upon the people at 
large. 

Under the circumstances, if men will spec- 
ulate in stocks, the best thing they can do is 
to fight shy of everything that is in Gould’s 
grip. It is running too great a risk to stake 
good money on the caprice of such a man. 
Fortunately, there are railroads, mines and 
other forms of investment which are not ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the ‘‘Little Wizard.”’ 
Why not let the capital employed in specu- 
lation seek these channels? It is not safe to 
take part in any venture that Mr. Gould 
happens to have under his thumb.

THE Acrrvrrr of the proselyting Mormon apos- 
tles is indicated by the expenditure for their tray- 
els back and forth across the country and the 
transportation of their disciples. It is estimated 
t hat two roads have earned $250,000 from this class 
of traffic alone within the past year. These roads 
are the Union Pacific and Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis. 
the foreigners from the southeastern At- 
lantic seaports and the Union Pacific takes 
them from Kansas City to the Mormon settlements 
in the great west. Enough proselytes pass through 
Kansas City, in a year, says The Times, of that 
city, to keep the Mormon colonies in the west 
ever thriving. Regularly every two weeks the 
converts from foreign lands pass through Kansas 
City in bands of from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred. They are in charge always of an elder, who 
is sent by the Mormons of Utah to work in Eu- 
rope. About once every six months these pros- 
elyting elders return to the old country after new 
flocks. They leave America in bands. About 
eight weeks ago one of these parties passed 
through Kansas City going eastward. - It was 
composed of about seventy-five old men and 
women, who studiously shunned all Gentile con- 
tact. As fruit of the labor on the other side, over 
five thousand converts have reached Kansas City 
in about fifteen months. A large number of them 
have been women. They come mostly from the 
European peasant classes. The men look lazy and 
the women are almost beasts of burden. The 
elders in charge of the flocks will not permit Gen- 
tiles to talk to their charges more than is abso- 
lutely necessary. 


SOME TIME ago a man in Philadelphia deter- 
mined to find out what caused all the fires in the 
United States. It was something of an under- 
taking, butafter months of hard work he has com- 
piled the following facts: The losses by fire during 
the past five years have averaged $110,000,000 an- 
nually. The principal reported cause of fire, and 
the number of fires from each causes last year were 
as follows: Incendiarism 1,927, defective fiues 
1,309, sparks (not locomotive) 715, matches 636, ex- 
plosions of lamps and lanterns 430, stoves 429 
lightning 369, spontaneous combustion 326, forest 4 
and prairie fires 280, cigar and cigarette stumps 
203, lamp and lantern accidents 238, locomotive 
sparks 211, friction 179, gas jets 176, engines and 
boilers 150, furnaces 135, firecrackers 105. There 
were 4,356 fires classified as not reported,“ and 
2,672 as “unknown.”

For sev- 
eral weeks complaints have been coming to 
the authorities that Mrs. Hammond was not a 
proper person to live in a respectable com- 
munity, and that her house was the scene of 
all manner of fights and disorderly conduct. 
About three weeks ago a charge was made 
against her for conducting a disorderly house, 
but was compromised before it was brought to 
trial, purtially on the condition that she 
change her place of abode. This condition 
she has failed to comply with, and her conduct 
and that of her guests has also reached no vis- 
ible point of improvement. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Hammond made 
herself particularly objectionable by giving 
vent to a volley of wrathful oaths that included 
all the cuss“ words in the catalogue, all of 
which were applied in a very unpleasant man- 
ner to a lady neighbor.

‘Phe Blection Managers Chosen — Mayor 
a Hemphill’s Veto Goes Ovér to 
the Next Meeting. 


The called meeting of the general council 
yesterday afternoon was wholly devoid of sen- 
gations.

Mayor Hemphill’s messages approving the 
action of the council in granting three liquor 
licenses and vetoing the ten beer licenses 
granted ut the last meeting, were received. 
The message approving the liquor licenses was 
received as information and placed on the 
minutes, The message containing the veto 
was sent over to the next regular meeting. 

Several trivial matters elicited a good deal 
of discussion, and consumed a good deal of 
time and came to naught. 

The Forsyth Street Bridge. 

Councilman Turner said he believed that 
the meeting was for the purpose of taking up 
unfinished business and the Forsyth street 
matter. He expressed a wish that the latter 
would be given precedence of all other matters, 
because a representative of the Phoenix Bridge 
Company was present and would be compelled 
to leave Atlanta at4o’clock. He asked per- 
mission to make an immediate report. I 
ha ve, said he, two reperts to submit—one 
relating to the bid for stone work, and the 
other for the bridge proper. We now have on 
hand $34,968. We will owe in a very short 
time some fifteen hundred dollars. After this 
is paid there will be left about thirty-three 
thousand dollars.“ 

In behalf of the joint committee, to whom 
was referred the bridge bids, Councilman 
Turner submitted the following, which was 
adopted :

Tho Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
Depot--The Boycotted Railroad. 
News in General. 


The state of Georgia will take a hand in the 
union depot matter today. 

And its interference will give an entirely 
different aspect to the case. 

The injunction suit has been postponed until 
today, and this morning it will be called be- 
fore Judge Marshall J. Clarke. 

When it is sounded, Messrs. Glenn and 
Slaton will announce ready for the Western 
and Atlantic. 

Assistant Attorney General William A. 
Little will be present and will present a bill of 
injanctions, for the state against the East 
Tennessee road. 

The bill will cite that the property upon 
which the depot building stands, and the 
property where the East Tennessee now put 
off and take on their passengers,is the prop- 
erty of the state of Georgia, and 
has been leased to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway. 

The said Nashville, Chattanooga and St, 
Louis railway desired to be put in possession 
of said property, and the state prays that the 
East Tennessee road be enjoined from the 
further use of this property. 

Whether Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell, the East Tennessee road’s attorneys, 
will ask for further postponement of the case 
is not known. 

Colonel Dorsey said yesterday that he was 
awaiting advices from New York. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville 
Chattanooga and St. Louis road, was in At- 
lanta yesterday, on business pertaining to the 
depot settlement. 

He held a long conference with his attorneys, 
and exchanged views with them about the 
best way to settle the depot muddle. 

He also called on Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Little, at the capitol, and asked that the 
lessees of the Western and Atlantic be put in 
possession of the depot property. 

As an outcome of that interview, Judge Lit- 
tle yesterday afternoon drew up the bill which 
will be presented to Judge Clarke today when 
the injunction case is. called. 

If the case goes to trial it will bea test case, 
and on the final result of it the right of all the 
other roads to enter the depot depends. 

If it is decided that the East Tennessee is 
intruding on the property leased by the state 
to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
then President Thomas will demand the other 
roads to pay up or get out of the depot.

The G. S. & F. Boycott Matter. 

A prominent railroad man, one versed in all 
matters pertaining to railroads in general and 
Georgia railroads in particular, in talking of the 
Georgia, Southern and Florida boycott, said yes- 
terday : 

“The Georgia Southern and Florida railroad is 
one that reaches Palatka and other Florida points 
which are reached by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, East Tennessee, and othgr railroads like- 
wise. These roads all have lines reaching wes 
beyond Macon, where the Georgia Southern and 
Florida commences. The rates to Florida have 
been heretofore agreed on by the different roads 
and have been lowered from time to. time as cir- 
cumstances permitted, Recently, the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad as determined 
to make a cut on the Florida rates, and to that 
end have established what 2 call the ‘Zone’ 
system. This system is as follows: If a man 
travels fifty miles or under, they charge him full 
3 cents per mile. If from 50 to 100 miles, 25 cents 
per mile; if from 100 to 150 miles, 244 cents per 
mile; if from 150 to 200 miles, 2½ cents per 
mile, and if from 200 to 300 miles, 2 cents per mile, 
These distances, from 206 to 300 miles, embrace 
the Florida points above alluded to, and 
to Florida points they have figured the rate a 
mile down tosuch a low point that the other 
roads cannot live underit. In this pr the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida can and will do them, 
if permitted to rari on this rate war, a great 
hurt. Of course this low rate don’t help the local 
men who are only going to travel 30 to 
100 miles or even further locally, for on these 
distances the cut is so small it does him no good, 
being nothing on fifty miles and only one-quarter 
of a cent up to 100 miles. It also, on local busi- 
ness, violates the law, because—take a man going 
fifty miles, he has to pay $1.50, while a man going 
fifty-five miles pays only the same thing. But 
the roads in Georgia do not wish to chan 
the reductions in locals made by the 
Georgia Southern and Florida.

OTHER MATTERS IT CONSIDERED. 


A Number of Local Bills Were Passed. 
The Day in the Upper House. 
Senate Notes. 


The senate passed the bill “to amend, revise 
and consolidate the laws governing the in- 
spection, analysis and sale of commercial fer- 
tilizers, chemicals and cotton seed meal in the 
state of Georgia.” 

The bill provides that all manufacturers or 
dealers in fertilizers shall file with the com- 
missioner of agriculture the name of each 
brand of fertilizers, together with the name of 
the manufacturer, the place where manufac- 
tured, and also the guaranteed analysis thereof, 
and if the same fertilizer is sold under differ- 
ent names, said facts shall be so stated, and 
the different brands that are identical shall be 
named. 

It also orders the commissioner of agriculture 
to forbid the sale of any acid phosphate which 
contains less than 10 per centum of available 
phosphoric acid. ‘ 

Any acid phosphate with potash which con- 
tains a sum total of less than 10 per centum of 
available phosphoric acid and potash, when the 
per cents of the two are added together. 

Any acid phosphate with ammonia which 
contains a sum total of less than 10 per centum 
of available phosphoric acid and ammonia, 
when the per cents of the two are added to- 
gether. 

Any acid phosphate with ammonia and 
potash which contains a sum total of less than 
10 per centum of available phosphoric acid, 
ammonia and potash, when the per cents of 
the three are added together. 

Also to forbid the sale of all cottonfseed 
meal which is shown by official analysis to 
contain less than 74 per centum of ammonia. 

Senator Cabaniss introduced a bill to 
provide for the honorable retirement from 
service of commissioned officers of the Georgia 
volunteers. 

The tax bill was taken up. Senator Terrell 
made a short statement urging the senate to 
pass the bill at once, in order that the tax col- 
lectors might get to work by the Ist of October. 
The bill passed without debate. 

The Rome police commission bill was then 
taken up. It caused a vigorous debate for a 
while. The bill that passed the house pro- 
vided that the 4 of Rome should have a 
commission if by vote they desired it. The 
senate substitute provided for the commission 
and named the commissioners. 

Senators Irvine and Glenn spoke at length 
for the senate substitute but Senator Cabaniss 
opposed it at the request of the Floyd repre- 
sentati ves.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 25.—The stock market 
today was not quite so active as that of yesterday, but 
it was still an unusually active market, while display- 
ing a temper in marked contrast to that of its prede- 
cessor. The whole list, with one exception, was de- 
cidedly strong, and the operations of the day showed 
that the desperate attempt to break the market yester- 
day was a complete failure. It was also, demonstrated 
that the attempt resulted only in a large increase in 
outstanding short interest, the extent of which in some 
stocks may be judged from the fact that notwithstand- 
ing that money was in active demand at 6 per cent 
throughout most of the day, the bears were ‘compelled 
to pay 1-32 for the use of Union Pacific stock in order 
to make their deliveries. The scare among holders 
was exceedingly short lived, and after the opening this 
morning there was an excellent demand from all por- 
tions of the world, London, outside traders and New 
York houses vieing with the other shorts in bidding 
for everything on the list. Where everything was 80 
strong it is hard to pick out special stocks, but Union 
Pacific, Missouri Pacific and Canada Southern fairly 
led, followed by Rock Island, Lake Shore, Wheeling 
and Lake Erie common and preferred, Burlington, 
Atchison and Louisville and Nashville. Union Pacific 
and Missouri Pacific were centers of attraction during 
the day, and while the transactions in Atchison were 
larger than those in Missouri Pacific, fluctuations in it 
were by no means as important. The dealings in 
Union Pacific, however, footed up to a larger total 
than those in any stock since the present upward 
movement began. Villards and Grangers were again 
a good second in the market, but Vanderbilt showed 
the most strength, and Canada Southern, Lake Shore 
and Chesapeake and Ohio shares made most sub- 
stantial gains on comparatively light transactions. 
Union Pacific, after a most irregular and feverish open- 
ing, was again attacked, and a drop of 105 per cent 
established in it, its lowest price being 3854, but Mis- 
souri Pacific was strong from the outset, and steadily 
mounted until it had touched 6914, a gain of 4 per 
cent from its low figure of yesterday. Union Pacific, 
however, soon joined the procession and rose 4% per 
cent, to 43%. The remainder of the list made progress, 
and before the advance culminated yesterday's losses
